War Possible 


Turkey Gets 
| Warning 


ISTANBUL, April 3 (AP) 
Istanbul newspapers quoted 
Premier Recep Peker today as 
telling a group of merchants 
at Izmir that “it is quite pos- 
sible we might wake up one 
morning and find ourselves in 
a war.” 

The premier’s warning, press 
dispatches said, came last night 
in reply to a request that the 
merchants be permitted to cx 
port wheat—an item which 
Turkey has kept chiefly for 
home consumption since the 
beginning of the last war. 

Peker was quoted as saying 
that Turkey had plenty of 
wheat this year, but that she 
still must hoid herself prepared 
for eventualities 

“Under prevailing conditions 
of today our big neighbors 
should not declare war, It is 
absolutely so, but logic is not 
enough. We cannot judge 
everything according to our 
own logic.” 

“Was Hitler’s throwing Ger- 
many into war logical? Could 
not he have considered the 
power of the British Empire 
and the fact that America could 
join the war?” Peker was quot- 
ed as continuing.

Its directing forces are un- 
derground anyway. Even 
high functionairies in this “party” 
do not know who the real direct- 
ing personalities are. 

The Communist party prefers a 
legal status, but not for the pur- 
pose of subjecting itself to legal 
behavior. Its funetionaries travel 
under aliases, forge passports, 
make false declarations, conduct 
star chamber courts, lie on prin- 
ciple, indulge in espionage, con- 
spire to assassinate through libel 
and slander the careers of persons 
they wish to remove from public 
life, even commit murders—isual- 
ly of their own “renegades,” Leon 
Trotsky being the most famous ex- 
ample 


A “PARTY” that is a law unto 
itself cannot claim legal protection 
It is not its internationalism per se, 
nor the professed goa! of the Com- 
munist party—world socialism un- 
der a single system—which delega- 
lizes it, but the means and methods 
it employs to reach that goal 
which are felonious under any rule 
of law 
The grounds for suppressing it 
are not that it seeks to subvert the 
state by violence That might be 
difficult to prove Jt is not beyond 
Communist tactic, but it is not 
Communism'’s only tactic.
